Furnaces roar all around, now and 
then the door of one will open and a stream 
of liquid metal pour out. so bright that it 
hurts the eye to watch it. Workmen pass 
to and fro, carrying away the blazing stuff to 
be casi. All the raw materials, of course, 
have to be imported. and almost every day 
a boat will arrive at the wharf, with pig iron 
er coke for the furnaces. 


A great deal of sand is also used at the | 


works, and this is employed in making 
moulds for the castings. J watched some of 
the men at this task, mixing the sand with 
oil to give it consistency, and giving it the 
required shape by squeezing it firmly into a 
metal mould. This is then removed, and the 
sand mould, when baked, 1s ready to receive 
the liquid metal. | 
Along the floor of the foundry creeps the 
mechanical conveyor in an endless track, 
Jeisurely carrying the castings away to be 
cooled. Further on. the cooiing is in pro- 
cess, and I saw red-hot wheels and engine 
casings slowly revolving on another con- 
yeyor, dropping fragments of soot and giving 
heat that could be felt for vards. A 
t deal of the work in the factory, I was 
Id,.is done by these conveyors, which are 
‘gn immense saving of time and labour.

Of all the various processes it is the actual 
assembling that appeals most to a visitor's 
Hnagination, In this the convevor again 
plays a principal part. All along it, at fixed 
intervals, are stationed workmen, each of 
whom is concerned with adding: one part, 
and only one, to the tractor hefore him. 
Aíter a certain period the conveyor moves 
on, giving him the same task to perform on 
anotiier tractor, while his former one is 
brought a stage further by the next man. 

The general effect of the scene is striking. 
At one end of the conveyor is a very 
embryonic tractor: at the other the complete 
machine, while in between are arranged 
tractors in gradually increasing stages of de- 
velopment, The works, I am told, are 
capable of turning out two hundred a day, 
though, naturally, the den.and varies with 
economic conditions in the seveyal countries. 
In this connection, it is interesting to note 
that castings for the tourmg cars are stil! 
made m Cork, though they are now shipped 
ever to Manchester for assembly. 

That the factory should continue to grow 


is evidence that it has prospered in the. 


Free State, and a new extension has just 
heen finished, in which hundreds of the com- 
pleted tractors are housed. As far as the 
works are concerned, they have now reached 
the final stage; for they await shipment to 
the Argentine, Australia, Europe, and 
almost every other country in the world.

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MACHINE FALLS INTO

ITALIAN AIR “ ACES” MEET 
“DEATH TOGETHER. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PISA, Thursday. 

Colonel Maddalena and Captain Ceeconi, 
two Italian air “ aces,” who were insepar- 
able companions, met death together this 
afternoon, . when their machine crashed 
into the sea nearly two miles out from 
Marina, Pisa. A third occupant of she 
machine, Engineer-Lieutenant Damonte, 
shared their fate. All three had taken 
part together in the historic Italian forma- 
tion flight of flying boats to South America 
earlier in the year, and had only recently 
been decorated with the Italian Air Force 
Cross in recognition of it. 

Maddalena and Cecconi had been 
together in a number of famous flights of 
the past few years, and were two of the 
foremost flyers in Italy. At one time they 
were joint holders of the world duration 
““ record. ''

It was, to all intents and purposes, 
merely a continuation of the previous day s 
debate, with the Opposition reiterating all 
their arguments in favour of smaller 
salaries for Ministers, smaller salaries for 
Executive officers in the higher grades of 
the Civil Service, a smaller army and a 
smaller police force. 


A WIDE FIELD. 


Mr. de Valera trod the familiar ground 
with all the enthusiasm of a youthful 
crusader. Members on the opposite 
benches started when he admitted that he 
had taken*.on_ the. pet day the 
narrowest view he could of the question 
before the House, but they recovered from 
the shock when he went on to explain that 
what he meant was that he had confined 
himself to the one subject of economy. 

As on the previous day, however, the 
Opposition leader made it clear that 
economy was about as comprehensive a 
subject as could be chosen for debate in 
the Dail. Once more we discussed ‘‘ ships 
and shoes and sealing wax, and cabbages 
and kings,’’ or at least an equally wide 
range of topics. 


BOGEY, BOGEY! 


That England is still the enemy appears 
to be an ineradicable conviction of Mr. de 
Valera’s, and while urging the reduction 
of the Army with one breath, in the next 
he complained that it was not capable of 
resisting “ the very Power from which we 
may expect attack.”’ 

In his reply, the Minister for ‘Finance

“——-cost so much, ” said Mr. Blythe, 
calmly proceeding, “ that the interest on 
the capital sum would keep the Army 
going for perpetuity.’’ 

Apropos of salaries in the Civil Service, 
Mr. de Valera contended that £1,000 a 
year would get the best brains in the 
country. To this Mr. Blythe retorted 
that it would be no economy to look for 
cheap, men to staff the departments in 
question; waste could be more easily 
caused by lack of ability at the top. 


THE SHORTEST SPEECH. 


Several Labour members also, although 
they voted against the bill, put it emphati- 
cally on record that they inclined more to 
the side of Mr. Blythe than Mr. de Valera 
in this matter of salaries. President 
Cosgrave, when he came to wind up the 
debate, stressed the fact that poor salaries 
would mean the emigration of ‘‘ some of 
the best brains in the country,” to whom 
the Opposition leader had alluded. ‘‘£1,000 
a year,” he said, '“ would not command 
the best ability.’’ 

Perhaps, the shortest speech ever made 
in the Dail since its inception was made by 
Mr. J. X. Murphy, the Independent 
member for County Dublin. It lasted 
barely one minute. He said: ‘‘ We must 
regard the Minister for Finance as the 
nation’s housekeeper. I really think we have 
a standard of national expenditure that 
we cannot live up to, ” and he suggested 
that instead of the Minister inquiring 
how much money was required by any 
department he should inform the depart- 
ment just how much was available for it. 


PRESIDENT’S PAY. NOT 
ENOUGH. 


There had been much talk about the 
high salaries of Ministers, and Mr. Blythe, 
in reply, pointed out that acceptance of 
a ministerial post meant giving up one’s 
business and the possibility of being 
thrown out of office at some later period 
when it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to resume that business. If the 
salaries were small, it would mean that 
only very rich men could accept office, 
and he pointed out that there was a 
distinct shortage of very rich men in the 
Free State. The only alternative was to 
get a cheap and inferior article that would 
be glad of even a small salary. 

President Cosgrave carried the argu- 
ment further. “TI know of no Minister, ' 
he said, ‘‘ who has been able to save 
money. Speaking for myself, I may say 
that, if it were not for other means, I 
would not have been able to carry out, 
even in the modest way I have, the duties 
of my office.” 

Mr. Cosgrave’s speech was punctuated 
by frequent interruptions from the Opposi- 
tion, and he administered some very hard 
knocks to both the leader of that party 
and his followers. It was difficult to see 
the point of Mr. de Valera's inter- 
jections, but there could be no 
doubt regarding the President’s replies. 
Eventually fhe division bell rang, and the 
bill passed its final reading by seventy 
votes to fifty-four.
